Concerning the firſt Deſign, which is to 
lay the Foundation of true Chriſtianity in 
tender Souls: We find, by daily Experience, 
that ſuch as are in Years are not ſo well 


diſpoſed, or able to apprehend Chriſtian Do- 


arines, and atrain to the Knowledge of ſpiri- 


tual things, as younger Minds are; beſides, 


thoſe that are grown up, being forced to 
work hard to get a poor Livelihood, cannot 
ſpare time for frequent Inſtruction: Where- 


fore it is our earneſt Care, that our Scholars, 


of either Sex, ſhould, in the time of their 
Childhood and "Youth, be fed, as it were, 
and nouriſh'd with Chriſtian Doctrines; ſo 
as that they may not attain to a bare hiſto- 
rical Knowledge,” or even an outward Practice 
of -many "Chriſtian Truths, thereby to become 
like tinlling Cymbals; but that their Minds, by

regenerated, and renew'd; feeling within, 
themſelves the good and lively.

Touching the ſecond End, which is a wor- 
thy Preparation of Diſciples for the future 
Service of the Church, and the Schools in 
India; Every Day's Experience gives us to 
underſtand, that in order to have good and. 
ſufficient Maſters, Catechiſts, Writers, and 
ſuch others as may be uſeful on ſeveral Oc- 
caſions, it is neceſſary they ſhould be bred up. 
in good Schools; and that not only on ac- 
count of their being well rooted and ground- 
ed in all good Learning and Piety, but ot 
their being skilful in ſuch, Methods of teach- 
ing as may be moſt for the Advantage. of 
others. For the Miſſionaries, cannot qo all 
themſelves that is needfyl- to be done in the 
Church and Schools, and therefore ſuch, Ca- 
techiſts and Maſters as have been trained up 
in Schools, from their Vouth, to a mature Age,

And this Hope, which we conceive of our 
Scholars, will not, we are ſure, be in vain;

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As to the Third and laſt Def n, Which is, 
the bringing in a right Uſe o Books among 
Chriſtians in the Indies; We know it, for a 
Truth, that the Want and Diſuſe of Books 
is that which chiefly hinders true Chriſtiani- 
ty, and ſuch a holy Converſation as becomes 
the Goſpel, from being introduced and pro- 
pagated among Chriſtians and Gentiles. How 
greatly the Diſtribution of religious Books 
tends to the Advancement of true Piety in 
Europe, is well known to thoſe Perſons wha 
have made it their Buſineſs to promote Re- 
ligion and Virtue. Re 
_ Now this Want of Books in the Indies pro- 
ceeds, in Truth, from the Want of well-or- 
der'd Schools, for the good Edncation of 
Children. Who can doubt but that the Cor- 
Y ruption of the Portuguez.e-Language, in the 
1 Eat Indies, proceeds, in a great Meaſure, | 
1 from this Want of good Schools, and the 
FH Scarcity . of Books? We ſay nothing of the 
1 Gentiles, and their Neglect of ſo neceſſary a 
1 thing; but only ſpeak of thoſe who call

The Care of procuring good Schools belongs, 2 
in a ſpecial manner, to the Miſſionaries, — 5 
the Padres, Who are ſet over the Flock in 
India. But it is no ſmall Grief to us, when. 
we conſider, that there are ſnch in the - 
dies, as ſeek their own things, and not the 
things of Jeſus. Chriſt. Wherefore we ear- 
neſtly beſeech them, in the Name of the 
Lord, that they. will, for the future, lay this 
Matter more to heart, and ſhow a more ten- 
der Concern for the Inſtitution of good 
Schools, and religious Education of Youth z, 
this being the only way to raiſe a holy Church 
in India, that ſhall be. well-pleaſing unto 
God, in his Son. For our ſelves, though un- 
worthy, we att very careful, that ſuch as are 
under our Diſcipline, be they of either Sex, 
whilſt they are inſtructed in Matters, the 
moſt neceſlary to be learnt,-ſhall, at -the ſame. 
time, be taught to read and write well; 
this being a Means to promote the Deſire, 
and Uſe of Books in the Indies. For in caſe. 
thoſe who ſhall hereafter become Chriſtians, 
ſhall be able to ſearch for the divine Truths 
in Books, there is no doubt, but ſuch a Search, 
accompanied with the Operation of the ho- 
ly Spirit, will mightily conduce to attaining
